‘union men, on a charge of abducting | 
| 17-vear-old Marguerite Hess, a | 
striking Bell Telephone Co. operator, 
was a moral one in safeguarding the 
Hess girl and two girl companions. 

Rogers is one of eight individuals 
and corporations made defendants 
‘by McSpadden in a suit for $300, 000 
‘upon a charge of false arrest and | 
malicious prosecution. | 

He declared that he received in- 
formation of the proposed visits of 
McSpadden and the other union men, 
Oo. E. Jennings, who was conducting 
the telephone strike, and D. H. 
Knoll. to Mme. DeFoe's roadhouse 
in St. Louis County, from H. H. 
Stacey, an ingpector in the employ 
of the Association, and that he re- 
cited what he learned to F. O. Hale, 
general manager of the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. He said that Hale had 
told him that he was not interested 
in that phase of the strike question.

togers defined his duties with the 
Employers’ Association as to keep

Finally pedestrians came to the conclu- 
sion that a street car was a heavy mass of 
_gteel and when in motion could not be 
stopped short of a specified distance, no 
matter how many airbrakes were applied. 
When the pedestrian started to take care 
of himself and not deliberately place 
himself in a place of danger, street car 
accidents reduced tremendously. 

A jay-walking ordinance should. be 
passed, not for the protection of the auto 
Ariver and saving him from nervous 
prostration, but for the direct benefit of 
the thoughtless, careless, selfish pedes- 
trian.

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MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 


| WISH jails would stay occupied until we 
can determine what's to be done about 
prohibition,’’ Mr. Antwine said. 

“Not many of the things claimed for prohli- 
bition are true, but the claim as to jails is so 
obviously true that what appears on the sur- 
face is in danger of seeming to reveal to most 
of us also the depths. 

‘Judging by the testimony we have on the 
subject there is almost nobody in jail any 
more. Jail seems to have been a place exclu- 
sively for the minor consequences of drink, and 
it therefore finds its usefulness ended. 

“IT think the revelation has less to do with 
prohibition than with our limited improvement 
of jail as an opportunity. We find that prohibi- 
tion empties jail, whereas we had cupposed jail 
to be rather a huge trap set for almost any sort 
of misdoing. 

“That seems not to be what it is at all. We 
deprive ourselves of liquor; and lo, the jail be- 
comes empty—as if all the offense anyone is 
committing were due to drink! As a matter of 
fact, we know better than that. Most offenses 
committed against us are not due to drink. It 
took prohibition to remind us that all these other 
offenders never get into jail. That great catch- 
all the world of evil seems to have been 
catching almost no one but a few harmless 
boozers. , 

“What a travesty have we here! Whata farce! 
I think prohibition is unscientific and imprac- 
ticable; but we must be grateful to it for show- 
ing us whom jails are catching and who are 
going free. 

“This is important—much more so than pro- 
hibition itself. Just think of the rogues of one 
sort and another whom we had vaguely sup- 
posed to be in jail, but who prove when we take 
drunkards out of fail never to have really been 
there at all! 

“Jail proves to have been no more than a 
gesture—a camouflage of Justice itself! 

“As I said at the outset, I wish jails might 
have remained occupied until we can determine 
what's to be done about prohibition; but it is an 
ill wind that blows nobody good. 

“We know now what a fraud jail has been all 
the time.”’
